Love Luton boss 
was paid £50k

THE council has performed a 
U-turn and revealed it paid a 
total of £50,000 to the artistic 
director of this summer’s loss- 
making Love Luton Festival - 
and apologised for misinter¬ 
preting the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

Luton Borough Council ini¬ 
tially refused to answer an Fol 
request from Luton on Sunday 
about the payments made to 
the event’s director, Robert Lee, 
saying it ‘would be likely to prej¬ 
udice the commercial interests 
of the contractor involved’. 

The authority then rejected 
LoS’s appeal for an internal 
review of its decision, even 
though the instalment amounts 
were freely available on its web¬ 
site in a list of invoices it pub¬ 
lishes each month. 

We can also reveal that Mr Lee 



( pictured) had been contracted 
to work an average of four days 
a week with his hours varying 
between 7.5-12 hours per day. 

Earlier this month it was 
revealed the four-day festival 
made a loss of £394,000. 

A report said there had been 
‘higher than expected costs for 
hosting the event’, although fig¬ 


ures in the report showed that 
the total cost of the festival was 
£ 1.103m - less than the original 
expenditure estimate of £1.17m 
made by the council in fanuary. 

The council said it will cover 
the loss with a ‘special dividend’ 
of £400,000 from Luton Airport, 
but this was criticised by Liberal 
Democrat leader David Franks 
who dubbed the move a ‘smoke 
and mirrors con trick’, claiming 
the dividend ‘would be coming 
to the council anyway’. 

A spokesman for the council 
said: “The council misinterpret¬ 
ed the role of the artistic direc¬ 
tor of the Love Luton festival in 
relation to Fol laws. As he was a 
sole trader acting in a business 
capacity we should have dis¬ 
closed this information under 
Fol.” 

He added: “Robert was paid 
£50k in total for 13 months 
work.” 

According to the authority, Mr 


Lee had been employed to be 
the ‘main artistic lead’ in devel¬ 
oping a programme of events 
for the festival ‘which, within 
the budgets allocated or fund¬ 
ing created through the event, 
provides artistic and informs 
strategic vision and leadership 
for the Cultural Festival 
Weekend’, as well as other 
responsibilities. 

LoS has made a complaint to 
the Information Commissioner’s 
Office (ICO) watchdog about the 
council’s handling of our Fol 
request. 

A spokeswoman for the ICO 
said: “It would be inappropriate 
for us to make a formal com¬ 
ment until we have looked into 
the details of this particular 
case. We consider all com¬ 
plaints made to the office care¬ 
fully, and would only issue a 
statement once we’ve looked 
into the individual circum¬ 
stances.”

150 cop roles to go

BEDFORDSHIRE Police 
were branded ‘anorexic’ by 
a police authority mem¬ 
ber after plans were 
approved to cut around 
150 police roles over the 
next four years. 

The comments came 
after Chief Constable Alf 
Hitchcock admitted that 
the force were already 
‘lean’ with regards to the 
numbers of frontline police 
officers they have, when 
Bedford Borough council¬ 
lor Colleen Atkins replied: 
“More like anorexic.” 

Despite the remodelling 
being approved by 
Bedfordshire Police 

Authority in a meeting on 
Friday, the vote was not 
unanimous with members 
raising concerns about the 
visibility and sustainability 
of cutting more frontline 
officers. 

Bedfordshire Police are 
now set to lose 100 police 
officers and 56 Police 
Community Support 



Officers (PCSOs) in a bid to 
save £7 million in the next 
four years. 

Under the Government’s 
comprehensive spending 
review, the force is expect¬ 
ed to lose £14m from its 
budget by 2017/18, in addi¬ 
tion to the £19m of savings 


required between 2011/12 
and 2013/14. 

According to a report by 
the authority, half of the 
potential job losses will 
come from senior roles 
where 50 positions are to 
be axed. 

This includes two chief 
superintendents, seven 
superintendents, five chief 
inspectors, 16 inspectors 
and 20 sergeants. 

Legislation prevents 

police officers from being 
made redundant but the 
authority plans to evoke 
Regulation A19 of the 
Police Pensions 

Regulations 1987, which 
forces an officer to retire if 
they have 30 years pen¬ 
sionable service and if 
keeping them on would 
not be in the general inter¬ 
ests of efficiency. 

But Bedfordshire Police 
Federation chairman fim 
Mallen said he was disap¬ 
pointed with the outcome 
of the meeting. 

He said: “I understand 
that we are in a difficult 
period of time with 


enforced cuts but I don't 
think all alternative 
avenues have been 
explored fully enough. 

“Morale is already very 
low indeed after talks 
about changes to where 
they will be based and their 
shift patterns, the police 
officers and staff already 
feel a little bit underval¬ 
ued.” 

Chief Constable Alf 
Hitchcock said that this 
was unfair. 

He said: “These are cuts 
that are being forced upon 
us, and when 87 per cent of 
our budget is spent on 
staff, some of the cuts have 
to be people. 

“The statistics show that 
in the last 12 months 
despite the cuts that have 
already been made we 
have reduced burglary by 
22 per cent, most serious 
violence by 34 per cent and 
anti-social behaviour by 
eight per cent, and I’m sure 
this can continue. 

“We are still looking into 
where else we can look to 
save money.” 


Man charged with

A 26-YEAR-OLD man has been charged with the 
murder of a delivery driver. 

The body of Mohammed Saleem Khan, of Luton, 
was found in his van in Easingwold, North 
Yorkshire, in the early hours of Sunday morning. 

Mr Khan, 36, was initially believe to have died as 
the result of a road traffic collision when his van hit 
two bollards on Long Street. 

But following extensive police enquiries through¬ 
out the day it was established that he died as a 
result of being stabbed. 

James George Brabbs was charged with murder 
and has been remanded in custody and appeared at 
Northallerton Magistrates’ Court on Thursday. 

Detective Chief Inspector Heather Pearson, of 
North Yorkshire Police, said: “I believe that there are 
still people within the community with information 
about Mr Khan’s murder that they haven’t shared 
with the police and I urge them to come forward as 
soon as possible.” 

Superintendent Andy McMillan said: “The whole 
force’s thoughts are with Mr Khan’s family at this 
very difficult time.”

THREE DUE IN COURT 

A 13-year-old and two 16 
year olds have been 
charged with attempted 
robbery after 
threatening a 12-year- 
old with a pole for a 
mobile phone.

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Wenlok Jug theft ‘felt 
like personal attack’

AN ARTEFACT worth £795,000 that was 
stolen from a museum was found 
earlier this week as a nationwide search 
came to an end. 

The Wenlok Jug, which is thought to be 
around 700 years old, was taken in May 
from Stockwood Discovery Centre, 
Luton, and is of ‘enormous historical 
importance to the Luton area’. 

It carries an inscription of ‘My Lord 
Wenlok’ and is one of only three similar 
jugs in the UK - and bears the earliest 
maker’s mark. 

It was finally found by police at a prop¬ 
erty in Surrey in the early hours of 
Monday morning, as part of an in-depth 
investigation by Bedfordshire Police that 
captured national attention and even 
featured on the BBC’s Crimewatch pro¬ 
gramme where CCTV images of the sus¬ 
pect were shown. 

There was also much newspaper and 
TV coverage, with Luton on Sunday 
receiving numerous calls and emails 
from people all over country as the mys¬ 
tery over the whereabouts of the bronze 
jug continued. 

There had been no early indications of 
who might have taken it and some even 
believed it had been lost forever. 

At a press conference on Wednesday, 
Karen Perkins, the director of Wardown 
Park Museum, said that staff had felt like 
the theft was like a ‘personal attack’ on 
themselves. 

Ms Perkins said: “When the jug was 
stolen the staff felt like it had been a per¬ 
sonal attack on them but everyone is 
delighted to finally have it back. They 
take great pride in their work and it was a 


shock when we found out it had been 
stolen. 

“There appears to be some abrasion on 
the lip of the jug but we won’t know about 
any more damage until we do tests. 

“I must commend Bedfordshire Police 
who have worked tirelessly to get this 
back. They did a great job and we are 
happy the jug has been returned to the 
people of Luton.” 

The ‘My Lord Wenlok’ inscription is 
believed to relate either to the first Lord 
Wenlock, who lived near Luton, or 
William Wenlock (died 1391), who is 
buried under St Marys Parish Church of 
Luton. He was a canon of Kings Chapel 
and Master of Farley Hospital for the 
poor. 

The jug was made around 1400-1500AD 


and is made of bronze, stands 31.5cm 
tall, weighs 6.1Kgs and is decorated with 
the English coat of arms and the East 
Anglian coat of arms. 

At the time of purchase in 2006, the 
Wenlok Jug was valued at £795,000. It was 
bought by Stockwood Discovery Centre 
with a contribution of £137,500 from The 
Art Fund and extra support from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, The Headley 
Trust, The Pilgrim Trust, The Worshipful 
Company of Founders, The Friends of 
Luton Museums as well as individual 
donations. 

■ Ronald Nash, of Pitwood Green, 
Tadworth, Surrey, appeared at Luton 
Magistrates' Court on Wednesday 
charged with handling stolen goods. He 
will reappear before the court tomorrow.

It 
happened on Wednesday at 
approximately 9.35pm out¬ 
side the Galaxy Centre on 
Manchester Street. 

The man is described as 
black, in his 30s, tall with a 
broad build and a protruding 


stomach. He had short black 
hair and was wearing blue 
trousers, a blue polo shirt with 
another white top under¬ 
neath. 

PC Simon Norman said: 
“This type of behaviour is 
unusual and totally unaccept¬ 
able. 


“This has clearly upset the 
victim and I would urge any¬ 
one who can help identify this 
man or anyone who may have 
experienced a similar inci¬ 
dent but has not reported it to 
contact the police.”

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Delaney’s family in 
a‘fight for justice’

THE grieving grandfather of a 
teenager who was murdered has 
said his grandson ‘did not 
deserve to die’. 

Devastated Delaney Brown 
Senior, 55, spoke at a press con¬ 
ference on Wednesday as the 
family of Delaney Brown, who 
was killed after being hit by a car 
in Vincent Road, Luton, on 
September 5, launched a fresh 
appeal for information. 

Delaney, 19, was struck by a 
stolen silver BMW 1 series which 
was later found dumped in 
Morris Close, Marsh Farm. Three 
men have been arrested so far but 
one has been released without 
charge and the remaining two are 
on police bail pending further 
enquiries. 

During this week’s press confer¬ 
ence, Mr Brown Snr bravely 
remained calm as he talked about 
how his grandson was ‘special’ to 
all his family, and saying that they 
were all in a ‘fight for justice’. 

Mr Brown said: “Delaney was 
our grandson. He was 19 and did 
not deserve to die. He had his 
whole life ahead of him, which 
was snatched away. He was loved 
by his family and Delaney was 
very special to us all. We don’t 
pretend he was perfect. We know 
he was not. But he was a son, 
brother and grandson who mat¬ 
tered to us. 

“I have come here today to fight 
for justice on Delaney’s behalf. He 
cannot do it himself. I want to 
appeal to those directly involved 
to come forward. I know what a 
difficult thing this is to do, but it 
will live in your conscience forev¬ 
er if you don’t. Please contact the 
police. 

“We don’t want to see another 
young person hurt and would 
hate to see another family go 




through what we have. There is 
no animosity here. As a family we 
have forgiven those responsible.” 

The post-mortem report into 
the 19-year-old’s death said that 
his injuries were compatible with 
those suffered by people who had 
been in a collision. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“The post-mortem report found 
that Delaney’s injuries had been 
consistent with a collision. The 
report itself cannot be released as 
it is part of an on-going police 
investigation.” 

Detective Chief Inspector Steve 
Collin, the officer in charge of the 
investigation, said: “My assess¬ 
ment of this investigation is that 


there are people either associated 
with Delaney or those involved in 
his death that can assist with this 
case but choose not to. This may 
be because they are scared or 
they see helping the police as 
being a ‘snitch’. 

“We know not everyone likes 
the police, so don’t do it for us, do 
it for Delaney’s family. If you still 
choose not to help, you are the 
ones who will have to look 
Delaney’s family in the eye and 
say ‘I will not help you’. 

“This case is not about someone 
stealing a pair of trainers or some 
other minor incident it is about 
murder and a young man who 
did not deserve to die in this way. 
This is a really serious matter. 

“This is not a complicated case 
and when people are prepared to 
give witness statements they do 
so knowing they are helping the 
family in bringing ‘those respon¬ 
sible’ to justice.”

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Town high on 
list of homes 
with no workers

ONE in five homes do not 
have even one occupant 
who is employed, accord¬ 
ing to latest figures. 

New statistics released 
by the Office for National 
Statistics show that the 
recession has hit Luton 
hard, driving up the num¬ 
ber of households where 
no-one works to around 
13,000. 

The corresponding fig¬ 
ure for Central 
Bedfordshire Council is 13 
per cent. 

The statistics put Luton - 
at just under 21 per cent - 
fifth highest for the num¬ 
ber of workless house¬ 
holds in the East of 
England, beaten by 
Welwyn, Fenland, 

Tendring, Great Yarmouth. 

Between 2009 and 2010, 
the number of homes with 
no family members in 
employment in Luton had 
fallen from 20 per cent to 
18 per cent. It is a similar 
story in Central Beds, 
where the number of 
workless households has 
more than doubled, from 


6,000 in 2009, to 13,000 in 
2011. 

A Luton Borough 
Council spokesman said: 
“Central Government is 
introducing major 

changes to the national 
welfare system in the form 
of the Welfare Reform Act, 
with the aim of addressing 
the issue of workless 
households and encourag¬ 
ing people back to work. 

“The council is working 
with members, partners 
and stakeholders to tackle 
the issues Welfare Reform 
may present - see 
www.luton.gov.uk/benefit 
changes for more informa¬ 
tion. 

“We are also working 
closely with the local Job 
Centre in connection with 
helping people back to 
work.” 

Central Beds Councillor 
Nigel Young said: “Central 
Beds has high economic 
activity and employment 
rates, but it appears that 
there is now a slightly 
higher proportion of peo¬ 
ple in Central 
Bedfordshire who are eco¬ 
nomically inactive and do 
not want a job.”

Freedom of speech shouldn’t 
be a shield for our intolerance 


W ITH a little trepidation I 
am about to enter the 
debate on ‘that’ film 
and subsequent muslim 
protests across the world. 

I am not religious and do not 
support religious intolerance or 
violence. But there does seem a 
lack of fairness and equality 
about these issues. 

The West always holds its 
hands up and says that, while 
such films are unpleasant, 
Western democracy is based on 
freedom of expression and that 
cannot be jeopardised in any 
way. But is that correct and, if 
so, should it be so? 

Freedom of expression is 
rightly limited in many ways. 
Unless you are a Government 
Minister, you cannot swear at a 
police officer without the threat 
of being arrested. 

Members of the Royal family 
are taking magazines to court 
for publishing photographs. 

And footballers are finding 
themselves charged over allega¬ 
tions of racial abuse. Last year a 
Bedfordshire youth was visited 
by the police and banned from 
ever visiting the USA after being 


rude to President Obama 
online. So how is it that offen¬ 
sive films, cartoons etc can be 
shown and Western 
Governments say they can do 
nothing about it. 

As I have said, I do not believe 
in God and am not religious in 
any way. But that does not mean 
I have die right to insult those 
that are. A few years ago I was 
invited to debate with a teacher 
of Islam over whether God exist¬ 
ed or not. The audience was 
almost entirely muslim. 

While I thought I won the 
argument, I certainly did not 
convince the audience and 
never converted anyone. But 
everyone was very polite and 
civilised, as I would have 
expected. So it is not a case of 
not being able to discuss differ¬ 
ences in the open. It is how it is 
done. And that should be the 
case across our democracies. 

Instead there seems to be an 
informal agreement that any¬ 
thing goes with regard to mus¬ 
lim people and their culture and 
religion. And if they disagree, it 
is because they have yet to learn 
and understand the acceptance 


of free speech and freedom of 
expression. 

And when they protest, it just 
proves how intolerant they are. 

Or maybe they just want to 
know why it is only them that 
have to suffer such insults and 
offensive behaviour. 

Freedom of expression should 
not be a licence to insult, abuse 
and offend individuals or com¬ 
munities. 

If it’s OK to use the law against 
some forms of intolerance, why 
not against others, such as this 
film? 

Tolerance is not always a 
virtue. 

T HE police are in the 

headlines again for all the 
wrong reasons. And this 
time it is not of their doing. 

Cuts of more than 150 officers 
are on the cards, which will 
make it difficult to have a fully 
functioning 24/7 police pres¬ 
ence in much of the county. I 
am not sure what many sup¬ 
porters of the Coalition wanted 
to see, but I doubt it was this. 
These cuts should be resisted 
and resisted strongly.

Family relocation 
blasted as ‘crazy’

THE housing of homeless fami¬ 
lies in accommodation 25 miles 
away from the town has been 
criticised by a councillor. 

Luton Town Hall Liberal 
Democrat leader David Franks 
said it is ‘crazy’ for councils to be 
relocating people to locations far 
away from their homes. 

Councillor Franks’ comments 
come a few weeks after Luton 
Borough Council announced it 
had purchased nine flats in 
Bletchley for homeless house¬ 
holds at a cost of £1.1 million, as 
well as criticism from a housing 
charity in Milton Keynes over the 
hiring of hotel rooms in 
Dunstable by MK Council. 

He said: “It is crazy for Luton 
Council to rehouse homeless 
families 25 miles away in Milton 
Keynes while MK Council does 
the same in Dunstable. If Luton’s 
Labour council has money to buy 
houses and flats they should buy 
them in or very close to Luton.” 

Luton Council confirmed it had 
placed homeless households in 
five other authorities within a 25- 
mile radius. It said it had a tem¬ 
porary accommodation contract 
worth approximately £6 million, 
one of which was with four con¬ 
tracted letting agents and another

with Luton Community Housing. 

However, it also revealed it 
could ‘not accurately predict how 
many families in social housing 
will be moving from areas outside 
of the borough into Luton’ as they 
would not be necessarily inform¬ 
ed when a decision was taken. 

A spokesman for the council 
said: “We do know that some fam¬ 
ilies have been placed in Luton by 
one London Borough, with our 
knowledge, but the numbers are 
very low (fewer than 20 families) 
and this was the result of them 
lacking affordable temporary 
accommodation for homeless 
households.” 

An MK Council spokesman said: 


“We have temporarily placed 
people in a particular hotel in 
Dunstable on and off for a num¬ 
ber of years, depending on avail¬ 
ability of rooms more locally and 
the needs of individual house¬ 
holds - some of whom may need 
to be placed out of area. 

“The number is often lower but 
at the moment we have nine 
rooms. We are aware that Luton 
Borough Council has taken on 
leases of some flats in south 
Milton Keynes, but these are self- 
contained flats and as such are a 
longer term proposition than bed 
and breakfast type arrangements. 

“We do have a good working 
relationship with other local 
authorities, including Luton, and 
keep each other informed in such 
matters and work together to 
resolve any issues that may arise.” 

A Central Bedfordshire Council 
spokesman said: “If another 
authority is using a privately run 
establishment within our area to 
provide accommodation for 
homeless people there is no 
requirement for them to notify 
the council. We do not lease any 
properties in Milton Keynes. 

“The council has a homeless hos¬ 
tel at Bedford Court in Dunstable 
and about eight homeless units 
throughout Bedfordshire. We are 
generally able to provide accom¬ 
modation within our area.”

Jobless could see 
their benefits cut

A SCHEME which could see the 
unemployed, low earners and 
single parents stripped of their 
council tax benefit could be 
rolled out as early as April next 
year. 

Central Bedfordshire Council is 
currently consulting on new pro¬ 
posals to change who receives 
council tax benefit, which could 
mean those without the means to 
pay could be plunged further into 
financial problems. 

The authority claims the 
scheme is being considered 
because it will receive 14 per cent 
less funding towards the benefit 


support from central Govern¬ 
ment next year resulting in a loss 
of council income of around 
£2.5 million. 

However, as a result of the 
changes, thousands of residents 
who claim council tax benefit 
could be expected to pay more or 
may have to pay even if they 
never had to before - including 
those on income support or job¬ 
seekers’ allowance, and people 
with second homes and empty 
properties. 

According to the proposals, 
pensioners will be unaffected by 
any of the changes. 

Councillor Maurice Jones said: 
“These changes are being driven 
by the Government’s welfare 


reform programme and the local 
support scheme we have devel¬ 
oped for Central Bedfordshire is 
designed to be affordable and fair. 

“We are asking people to com¬ 
ment on these initial proposals, 
especially those who are going to 
be affected by changes, so that we 
can carefully look at everyone’s 
feedback before any final 
schemes are drawn up. 

“The best way for people to 
comment on our proposals is by 
filling out our online form at 
www.centralbedfordshire.gov.uk/ 
consultations, or a paper copy of 
the documents which are avail¬ 
able from libraries and customer 
service centres. This needs to be 
done by November 14.”

Waste centres are 
branded ‘rubbish’

THE owner of a waste removal 
business has slammed the dis¬ 
posal facilities provided by 
Luton Borough Council. 

Neville Medford, of Overfield 
Road in Luton, says he has been 
turned away from the site in 
Progess Way on numerous occa¬ 
sions over the last couple of 
months as it has been full, mak¬ 
ing it difficult to run his company 
- One Call Rubbish Removals. 

Mr Medford said: “I have used 
the Progress Way facility since 
starting my business in March 
but I have been turned away 
approximately eight times from 
this site in the last couple of 
months because it is full. 

“What am I supposed to do then 
if I’ve got jobs booked in the after¬ 
noon and a load of rubbish on the 
back of the van? It’s very frustrat¬ 
ing and means that in the past 
I’ve had to send my employees 
home as no work can be done. 

“I would like to fully stipulate 
that at no time would I flytip - I 
am trying to run a successful 
legitimate business and would 
not put my licence at risk - but I 
can understand fully why people 
do it when there are no decent 
facilities supplied. 

“I believe that the full cost of 
illegal flytipping lies with Luton 
Borough Council for not supply¬ 
ing decent facilities which would

avoid the general public having to 
dump rubbish anywhere.” 

A Luton Borough Council 
spokesman said: “Two household 
waste recycling centres at Eaton 
Green Road and Progress Way are 
designed for use by local resi¬ 
dents with small amounts of large 
items to dispose of, such as DIY 
material, fridges and sofas. 

“The council and the contractor 
who runs Progress Way ensure the 
site has the appropriate planning 
and licences to take small 
amounts of waste from local busi¬ 


ness, who are charged. Several 
local waste disposal facilities are 
designed for commercial waste 
transfer and they offer daily dis¬ 
posal facilities for those involved 
in the waste removal business 
who need more than the occa¬ 
sional disposal of commercial 
waste. 

“As Mr Medford points out, 
legitimate businesses are not 
prone to flytipping and we will 
continue to investigate and take 
enforcement action against those 
who flytip waste in the town.”

Pair lied to council 
in bid to get home

A COUPLE have been convicted 
of fraud after using forged docu¬ 
ments when making a homeless 
application. 

Samuel Jackson, 41, and 
Elizabeth Mahia, 35, of 
Whipperley Way, Luton, were 
both found guilty of making a 
false statement under the Fraud 
Act 2006 and of possessing a doc¬ 
ument for use in fraud. 

Mahia was also convicted of 
making a false statement for the 
purpose of securing accommoda¬ 
tion. 

When applying to Luton 
Borough Council as homeless 


people, both defendants claimed 
that a property which they occu¬ 
pied in the Republic of Ireland 
was being repossessed as their 
landlord had not been paying his 
mortgage, and that he had served 
them with a notice to quit. 

The defendants gave a false 
name for their landlord and a 
false address for the property 
concerned. 

The genuine landlord was 
traced and travelled to the UK to 
give evidence at the trial. 

After pleading not guilty the 
couple were convicted at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Magistrates imposed jail terms 
of 26 weeks for each defendant 
suspended for 18 months, togeth¬ 


er with 100 hours’ unpaid work 
for both of them. 

The defendants were also each 
ordered to pay £500 towards the 
council’s costs. 

Cllr Tom Shaw, portfolio holder 
for housing, said: “It is widely 
known that there is a severe short¬ 
age of housing in Luton and here 
we have two people trying to self¬ 
ishly cheat the system and take a 
home away from someone who 
really needs it. 

“This is a criminal act that we 
simply cannot tolerate and is 
exactly why we took the action we 
did. We would have no hesitation 
in taking the same action against 
anyone who attempts something 
similar.”

POLICE are appealing for help 
from residents to combat an 
increase in burglaries. 

Since the beginning of July the 
numbers of daytime break-ins in 
the Challney area of Luton has 
increased, with nine being 
recorded in Selborne Road, 
Leicester Road, Chester Avenue, 
Leagrave High Street, New 
Bedford Road, Beachwood Road, 
Wingate Road and Waller Avenue.

THE Hatters made it back-to- 
back wins in five days with a 
convincing victory. 

An impressive strike from 
Stuart Fleetwood put the 
home side ahead inside five 
minutes and a brace from 
Scott Rendell, which included 
one from the penalty spot, 
secured the three points for 
the Hatters.
